DAVID SANBORN—PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Spring Term.—Miss LL. Ada Eastman, Teacher. 
School commenced April 28. Length of term, nine weeks. 
Wages $6.25 per week. No. of Scholars, 25. Average at- 
tendanee, 22

REMARKS. 


Simply to moralize upon the condition of our public 
schools does not quite reach the point before us. Our fath- 
ers left us the precious inheritance of a system of common 
schools ; but they did not consider it perfect, nor are we to 
assume that modern ideas engrafted upon the old stock have 
improved the system to its utmost extent. But the most 
important auxiliary to our school system is a thoroughly 
qualified, common-sense teacher. One ambitious to excel 
in all that pertains to moral and intellectual culture. With 
an expansive school system capable of meeting the wants of 
every grade of scholarship,—with teachers keenly alive to 
the responsibilities assumed, and determined not to stop 
short of the highest possible attainment of each pupil,—with 
school buildings and furniture such as Christain civilization | 
requires, we may feel confident that valuable time and money 
are so employed as to yield returns more precious than gold. 
Ignorance is the parent of many vices, hence the importance 
of making our schools attractive, and in the highest degree 
to aid in the development of noble minds, character and at- 
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tainments. Towards such a sublime conception some of our 
teachers have lead their pupils. With carefulness in the se- 
lection of teachers, and a cheerful coporation with them to 
promote the best interests of education, very much may be 
done to render our common schools the crowning excellence 
of New England civilization.
